WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt tonight reported 
that 5,000,000 persons have been re- 
employed since his inauguration, and 
urged the public to continue contribu- 
tions to private charities to remove 


the relief burden from federal, state 
and local governments. 

In a brief talk in behalf of the 1935 
Mobilization for Human Needs from 
the White House, Mr. Roosevelt as- 
gserted that he has greater confidence 
that private industry is beginning to 
take up unemployment slack. 

“IT can, however, bring you some 
good news this evening,” he said. ‘The 
results of the September employment 
survey have just come to me from the 
‘secretary of labor. During the month 
of September 350,000 men and women 


were returned to employment in the | 
reporting private industries of the na- | was forecast today by Harry L. Hop- 


tion, and the money in weekly pay en- 
-velopes of these industries was $12,- 
000,000 greater than their weekly pay 
envelopes in 
August.” 
September Breaks Record. 

This, he explained, has brought the 
total re-employment since the March | 
1933 low point to nearly . 5,000,000 
persons in private industry with a 
weekly pay roll increase of 104,- 
000,000. 

Asserting that the September _in- 
crease was the largest of any single 
month during the past year and a half, 
Mr. Roosevelt said that employment 
in the reporting private industries 1s 
at the November, 1930, level and pay 
rolls at May, 1131, figures. 

“Recently.” Mr. Roosevelt said, “I 
expressed the hope that private in- 
dustry would strain every nerve to in- 
crease their pay rolls, increase 
number of those whom they employ, | 
and thus take from the federal gov- 
ernment and their local governments 
a great share of the burden of relief. 
The figures, which 1 have cited, lead 
me to a greater confidence that pri- | 


vate industry is living up to my hope. |

A cryptic telegram sent to Schultz 
today and intercepted by police was 
studied tonight for a clue to his kill- 
ers. It read: 

“Keep the white elephant busy. We 
are all with you. Ethel.” 

“The white elephant” has been the 
gang’s name for Schultz since his in- 
come tax troubles publicized his face 
and activities. The gang contend his 
usefulness was sadly depleted by this 
publicity. This theory would indi- 
cate he was murdered by dissatisfied 
members of his own gang. 


Convicted Once. 


Jail bars have held Schultz only 
once during his spectacular crime ca- 
reer dating from 1919, and taht was 
at the outset of his underworld acti- 
vities. His police record follows: 

November 22, 1919, as Arthur Fle- 
genheimer, unlawful entry, committed 
to penitentiary. 

June 14, 1921, as Charles Harmon, 
grand larceny, discharged. 

February 24, 1924, as Arthur Fun- 
sler. felonious assault, discharged. 

March 26, 1926, as Arthur Flegen- 
heimer, felonious assault, discharged. 

February 9, 1928, as George 
Schultz, homicide, discharged. 

December 23, 1928, as George 
Schultz, robbery, suspended sentence. 

July 7, 29, as George Schultz, 
assault and robbery, discharged. 

October 4, 1929, as George Schultz, 
robbery, discharged. 

May 20, 1930, as George Schultz, 
felonious assault, discharged. ; 

June 18, 1931, as Arthur Flegen- 
heimer, possessing revolver and fel- 
onious assault, acquitted. 

July 1931, as Arthur Schultz, 
possessing revolver, discharged. 

_ Aecquitted of Charge. 

November 28, 1934, as Arthur Fle- 
genheimer, violating federal income 
tax law, acquitted. 

May 15, 1935, as Arthur Flegen- 
heimer, violating federal income tax 
laws, acquitted. 

At his death he was under $50,000 
bail in his fight against extradition 
to New York city to face further 
charges of income tax law violations. 

On his way to the hospital last 
night Schultz tossed $1,025 to an am- 
bulance attendant with the 
“I’d rather you had this than the 
state.” Then he added, “see that I 
get the best of care.” 

The money had been overlooked by 
police at the scene of the shooting. 

Bernard Allberg, the ambulance at- 
casa turned the money over to po- 
ice. 

Schultz was a typical product of 
the prohibition era. 

Shifted “Eggs.” 

He was the only one of his bootleg- 
ging fraternity who realized that the 
“golden goose” that was the liquor 
traffic of prohibition might die, and 
er put his eggs in many bas- 
ets. 

Possessing far less glamour than the 
legendary gangster, he 
more perfectly epitomizes the modern 
big-time racketeer than any of his 
more colorful predecessors. 

A humble burglar and saloon stum- 
blebum at the beginning of his career, 
Schultz. never acquired the extrava- 
gant gestures and blatant prosperity 
of other gangsters after his rise to 
power. He drank little, seldom gam- 
bled and had a strong dislike for physi- 
cal violence. He was of medium 
height, blond and round-faced, and ex-

Other Sources Noted. 

Some time before legalization of 
beer, Schultz had noted several other 
illicit sources of income. He snatched 
the growing Harlem policy-racket from 
“Madame Stephanie St.. Clair” and 
gained control of the _ slot-machine 
racket. He owned interests in several 
breweries, and established his own 
bail-bond firm when he got tired of 
paying other brokers to bail out his 
employes. Football pools were a re- 
cent acquisition. 

Thus, with the coming of repeal, 
Schultz found himself in a far better 
position to continue racketeering than 
many of his would-be competitors who 
found themselves saddled with large 
pay rolls and fleets of useless trucks. 

An ‘astute man, Schultz made large 
but confidential contributions to po- 
litical campaigns of successful poli- 
ticians, He sometimes boasted of his 
political “drag” and said it was worth 
any policeman’s job to arrest him. 

His first brush with the federal 
government came in January, 1933, 
when he was indicted for income tax 
evasion. He finally gave himself up 
in November, 1934, when G-men were 
given “shoot to kill” orders. During 
the trial in Malone, N. Y., last sum- 
mer, estimates of his “take” since pro- 
hibition ran as high as $7,000,000. 
He was specifically accused of failure 
to report an income of $928.000, dur- 
ing the pre-repeal years of 1929, 1930 
and 1931. The government contended 
Schultz grossed over $2,000,000 in 
1930. He was acquitted.

BOOM TIP WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The basis for an extensive 

residential building campaign has been placed on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s desk, or near by. it is in the form of a confidential 
report from Peter Grimm and associates. They are the New York real 
estate experts imported into the Treasury Department to plan some- 
thing big on housing, 

Mr. Grimm has been prying quietly into local conditions in the area 
east of the Mississippi and has found that existing housing facilities are 
96 to 98 per cent occupied. Or, as a real estate expert always puts it, 
vacancies are 2 to 4 per cent. 

This is a rather surprising figure because normal vacancies generally 
amount to about 10 per cent. It means time is ripening for a housing 

oom. 


RENTS Mr.-Grimm & Co. are supposed to take the view that the 

boom is certain within three years, but that a more deplor- 
able trend will come first. They foresee a perpendicular rise in rents. 
This, they say, has already started, imperceptibly. What they mean by 
imperceptibly is that residential rentals are now tending to slide up 5 
to 10 per cent above last year. 

The boom, as they see it, will cause a spiral cycle on building which 
will last a few years until the country is again overbuilt. Then will come 
another depression, lasting until the country again catches up with the 
builders. 

This is inevitable, they say, but a swift start now on a federal housing 
promotion campaign may take altitude from the sptral and level it off 
somewhat. Apparently no new federal agencies are needed, in their 
opinion. What they want to do is to create a home building urge among 
the people. Home building shows will be opened in large cities around 
the first of the year. These will be held in armories, etc., will display

“Eritrea is about the same size as 
Pennsylvania, with a population of 
620,000. The railroad from Massaua 
to Asmara, the capital, passes through 
pasture lands where nomad _ herds- 
men tend sheep and cattle. In the hills 
gold is found and many crops ate 
grown. In the lowlands hundreds of 
natives are employed in salt works, 
and divers along the coast gather 
pearls and mother-of-pearl. 

“Commanding the narrow strait of 
Bal el Mandeb, where the Red sea 
meets the Indian ocean, is French 
Somaliland, tiny colony chiefly known 
as the ocean terminus of the railroad 
from Ethiopia’s capital, Addis Ababa, 
to Djibouti. 

“Midway of the strait is England’s 
little island of Perim, and on the 
other side the British protectorate 
of Aden. 

“North of Aden on the Red sea’s 
Arabian coast is Yemen, called an 
Imamate because it is ruled by an 
Imam.

In many people this isn’t distasteful 
at all and has led to the development 
of latent talent that has made them 
highly successful. 


But the real actors and actresses 
have a deeper urge than this. If they 
aren't reasonably endowed with good 
looks, they have to have a very strong 
urge indeed, or they wouldn’t put up 
with the hardships of trying to shape 
an acting career. For them, acting is 
a medium of creation, not just the 
excuse to be the center of attention. 
And those who have the urge just have 
to act, regardless of how they look. 


To tell the truth, one can’t be com- 
pletely unattractive and get along in 
any line. You may be short on looks, 
but you have to make up for it in 
charm and intelligence. Then, too, 
many players who appear homely on 


‘the screen neVertheless are exception- 


ally attractive. It just happens that 
they don’t appeal to the camera. 


My own screen career was backed 
up with a long aprenticeship in the 
theater. Even as a little girl in Savan- 
nah, Tenn., I longed to go on the 
stage. My father and the rest of my 
family were not cordially disposed to- 
ward the “show business’ however, so 
I had to keep my ambition to myself. 

I went to Martin College and Co- 
lumbia Institute in my home state and 


'appeared in amateur theatricals, but so 


opposed was my family to the theater 
that, by the time I finished school, 
I had seen only one legitimate play. 

After graduation 1 was sent to Eu- 
rope to forget the footlights, and, of 
course, spent most of my time in the 
European capitals in going to the the- 
ater. An inheritance left me by my 
grandfather gave me financial inde 
pendence enough to go to Chicago and 
enter dramatic school there, later 
joining the Ben Greet Shakesperean 
Company, with which I played a rep- 
ertoire of 23 roles. 

A long and varied career on Broad- 
way eventually led to Hollywood, 
where I have made pictures for the 
last four years, dividing my time about 
equally between the camera and the 
New York stage, to which I return for 
part of every season. 

So that’s how I happened to go on 
the stage and how many of my con- 
temporaries got their start too. I’ve 
often thought that the great beauties 
of the theater have it harder than the 
others, as they don’t get the chance 
to act as soon as the others do. Pro- 
ducers often fail to take them serious- 
ly, thinking it is enough to let the 
audience just look at them.

“The so-called heavy 
industries for example, show encour- 
aging signs of improvement. 


“Employment in the so-called dur- 
able goods group is now 62 per cent 
higher than it was in the spring of 
1933; their weekly pay rolls are 139 
per cent greater; and this represents 
a net increase in employment of 1.- 
185,000 men and women, and a rise 
over $40,000,000 in weekly pay rolls.” 

The chief executive explained that 
his statistics did not include many 
other forms of business, among’ them 
retail firms and farms, but that “it 
is common knowledge that many thou- 
sands of additional men and women 
have been provided with work” in 


them. 
Still Need Charity. 

He said that there are two prime 
reasons for greater contributions to 
charity despite less distress and un- 
employment. 

“First of all, it is, IT know, your 
hope and mine that the necessities 
of government relief furnished by 
funds received by taxation should de- 
crease as rapidly as human needs will 
allow,” he said. 

The other, he explained, is the need 
for private charities instead of the 
government to assist the “hundreds of 
thousands” of destitute in many com- 
munities throughout the nation. 

Appealing for support of charity 
institutions on the “be a good neigh- 
bor’ basis during the mobilization 
campaign, Mr. Roosevelt remarked, 
“but we want to emphasize that word 
‘work.’ Neither private charity nor 
government relief wants to continue 
to help people who can work but who 
won't work. There is only one legiti- 
mate excuse for unwillingness to work

EMPLOYMENT LEVEL 


HITS FIVE-YEAR HIGH 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—()—A 
September advance in private indus- 
trial employment to the highest level 
in five years was reported tonight by 
Secretary Perkins. 

She said factory pay rolls kept 
nearly apace in listing these figures: 

Approximately 350,000 workers re- 
turned to wage-paying jobs in Sep- 
tember, as compared with August’s 
155,000 gain. Weekly pay .rolls for 
both manufacturing and non-manufac- 
“<p industries advanced more than 
$12,000,000 over August. 

“The major portion of this gain of 
over a third of a million workers,” 
Miss Perkins said, “was in manufac- 
turing industries and retail trade, ap- 
proximately 150,000 additional work- 
ers being employed in each of these 
fields.” 

The labor secret&fy also reported 
substantial increases in anthracite and 
bituminous coal mining. building con- 
struction and the wholesale ‘trade. 

The increase of 2.2 per cent in fac- 
tory employment brought the depart- 
ment’s preliminary September index 
to 83.6, the highest recorded since No- 
vember, 1930. The increase of 3.6 per 
cent in factory pay rolls raised the 
month’s index to 72.1, the highest 
since May, 1931. 

Miss Perkins emphasized that while 
September gains are not unusual, they 
were recorded last month in the face 
of a sharp decline in employment in 
the automobile industry, where the in- 
troduction of new models resulted in 
a cut in the number. of workers. 
Eighteen other industries, including 
beverages, cane sugar refining, cement 
and locomotives, also showed employ- 
ment declines. 

Of the 90 manufacturing industries 
surveyed by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics, 71 showed gains in employ- 
ment from August to September and 
72 reported pay roll increases. 

The month’s employment index fur- 
ther revealed a gain of 10.1 per cent 
over last September, an increase re- 
flecting the re-employment of approx- 
imately 645,000 persons. Thus, more 
than half of the net increase in the 
last 12 months was recorded last 
month alone. 

While last month’s pay roll increase 
showed a higher percentage than that 
of employment, the figure for the 
whole year showed an even greater 
ratio. The weekly pay roll index for 
September was 24.3 per cent higher 
1934. or an in- 
crease of nearly $28,700,000. 

In computing the index, 100 is used 
as the base for the three-year aver- 
age from 1923 to 1925.

Regardless of 
the ingenuity of these inventions, I 
give them no more than a passing 
glance. I am firmly convinced that 
the human race, deprived of its right 
to vociferous self-expression, would 
wither and fade. No form of amuse- 
ment could obtain and hold the enor- 
mous popularity of contract bridge 
unless it evoked cheers and groans, 
ecstasy and anguish. 

Let anyone who questions this opin- 
ion cast his judicial eye on _ chess, 
which certainly is one of the finest 
purely intellectual games extant, Com- 
pare its popularity not only to bridge 
but to many other card games. ‘lo 
point out the intricacy of chess is a 
footiess argument. Man dotes on prob- 
lems, which accounts for the ancient 
and world-wide popularity of chess, 
a popularity limited largely by the 
quiet and peacefulness which attend 
chess games. 

And now that I have openly declar- 
ed for the joys of strife, I find myself 
suddenly assailed by doubts and fears. 
I think of the newapaper accounts of 
murder over the bridge table, and of 
the «divorces and estrangements at- 
tributed directly to bridge.

PERRE LAVAL'S AGENT 
TESTS HITLER ON WAR 


Reich Head Declines to 
Either Side With League 
or Il Duce. 


BERLIN. Oct. 24.—(#)—Informed 
sources said tonight a French journal- 
ist who has acted in the past for Pre- 
mier Pierre Laval had attempted with- 
out success to draw out Reichsfuehrer 
Adolf Hitler on some of the complica- 
tions facing Europe as a result of the 
Italo-Ethiopian war. 

Hitler, the foreign office let it be 
known, will continue to thread the 
middle of the road, remaining stone 
cold to the wooing of either the 
League of Nations or of Italy. 

Cermand de Brinon, Parisian jour- 
nalist, who was understood to have 
been largely responsible for M. Lavals 
famous talks with former President 
Hoover, of the United States, on the 
war debt question, saw Hitler last 
week. 

Brinon is a friend of long standing 
of Joachim von Ribbentrop, the reich’s 
ambassador extraordinary. 

However, informed persons said 
Hitler kept the neutrality gate closed, 
invoking his recent statement at the 
Nurnberg party congress as his policy. 

At Nurnberg, der fuehrer stated: 
“We take no position on these events 
(the Italo-Ethiopian conflict) and do 
not want to be drawn into them.” 

Reports that von Ribbentrop would 
visit Paris were flatly denied by his 
office, which called them French trial 
balloons. 

Tonight’s foreign office reassertion 
of strict neutrality also was regarded 
as an answer the League's polite 
request that Hitler state whether or 
not he intends to keep on selling goods 
to Italy which are on the sanctions’ 
forbidden lists. 

Any possibility of an early formal 
answer to Geneva, if any is made at 
all, was ruled out by a foreign office 
spokesman. 

“There is no reason to be hasty,” 
he said. “We certainly will not an- 
swer as quickly as Brazil.” 


‘FRANCE DISCLAIMS 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR TALKS 


PARIS, Oct. ?4.—(#)—The French 
foreign office tonight desclaimed re- 
sponsibility for a talk which a French 
advocate of Franco-German rapproche- 
ment was reported to have had with 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler. 

An official said “the time is not 
ripe’ for hegotiating an understand- 
ing. De Brinon, it was admitted, is 
in Laval’s entourage. 

French officials admitted 
probably will negotiate with Ger- 
many “in the near future,’ along 
with Great Britain, Belgium and 
Italy, for clarification of the Locarno 
pact, of which all are signatories. ‘Lhe 
pact, which is linked with the League 
of Nations and pledges the signatories 
to maintain peace on the Rhine, would 
be discussed in the light of Germany’s 
departure from the League of Nations, 
it was said, bu. this was the only 
move contemplated now. 

French terms for an understanding 
with Germany, officials said, still re- 
main as before: Hitler must renounce 
any warlike intentions in eastern Eu- 
rope.

“The performance couldn’t go on be- 
eause of lond shouts and vells. which 
threw the andience of about 1.000 peo- 
ple to velling too.” the negro musician 
‘said. “We finally found Christian, 
with his head down in the aisle, lead- 
ing the pandemonium.” 

Jackson said several persons escort- 
ed Christian out of the Ashby theater, 
and that he offered to return his 
money. Christian jeered him then, 
Jackson said, and at 6:30 o'clock Mone 
day morning came to his home and 
dared him to come onto the lawn. 

“T’ll lay you dead,” was Christian’s 
threat. the musician said. 

Jackson said he told the other ne- 
gro he would have to go to school and 
if Christian would come there the 
trouble probably could be settled. In- 
stead, Christian returned to his home 
again that afternoon, repeating the 
threats on his life, Jackson said. 

“This time I shot my pistol-on the 
lawn to scare him away,” the music 
teacher said. “I told him to stay away 
or I would have to shoot him.”

Landis Assesses $200 Pen- 
alty to World Series 
Disturbers.

CHICAGO, Oct. 24.—(/)—In a 
characteristically brief statement of 
46 words, Commissioner Kenesaw 
Landis today revealed that fines of 
$200 each had been assessed against 
American League Umpire George Mor- 
iarty and four Chicago Cubs, among 
them Manager Charlie Grimm, as a 
result of their verbal blasts and argu- 
ments during the 1935 World Series. 

Moriarty, Captain Elwood English, 
Bill Herman and Bill Jurges, of the 
National league champions, were fined 
“for vile, unprintable language.” 
Grimm drew his fine for violation of 
Moriarty’s order removing him from 
the third game of the series. 

The fines, deducted from the World 
Series paychecks of the five principals, 
were the heaviest in the fall classic’s 
history. Last year National League 
Umpire Bill Klem was fined $50 for 
using “bad words” to Outfielder Leon 
“Goose” Goslin, o* Detroit, in a hotel 
lobby, while Catcher Bill Delancey 
drew a similar fine for cussing out 
American League Umpire Brick Owen. 

MAILS CHECKS. 


Commissioner Landis revealed the 
fines as he mailed the rest of the 
World Series checks to the Cubs, um- 
pires and official scorers. Each club, 
excepting the four fined, received a 
eut of $4,198.52. Moriarty’s fine re- 
duced his salary for umpiring the six- 
game series from $2,500 to $2,300. 
English, Herman and Jurges may get 
their fines back from Grimm however, 
as the Cub manager said he would 
gladly reimburse them for any amount 
they lost for their arguments’ with 
Moriaty.

PARIS, Oct. 24.—(4)—Premier 
Mussolini, of Italy, the French for- 
eign office announced tonight, has 
failed to advance ‘“‘definite proposals 
for peace” in the discussions of his 
envoy with Premier Pierre Laval, of 
France. 

That statement, coupled with a flat 
denial that M. Laval has passed along 
any Italian peace suggestions to Great 
Britain, confused the outlook for a set- 
tlement of Il Duce’s war with Ethio- 


pia. 

Officials said the denial did not 
mean Mussolini has not made any sug- 
gestions whatsoever. But, they indi- 
cated, his exchange of views with M.

Crops were grown in the Kingdom 
of Osiris. We read that the stalks 
of wheat plants were eight feet high, » 
and that the ears were three feet long! 
Barley plants also were of great size, 

There were canals and rivers, but 
there were no snakes in the water, 
The spirits could ride in boats which 
moved without being paddled. 

The spirits played games, and lived 
an easy, pleasant life. They were 
never hungry or thirsty. 

There was some work to be done— 
plowing and sowing and reaping of 
grain; but if a person did not want 
to work at all, he hoped to have ser- 
vants do his share. Some rich men 
in Egypt paid for the burial of ser- 
vants, in the belief that the spirits 
of the servants might take care of 
Another method was to 
bury small statues of servants with 
the mummy of the master. Hundreds 
of such statues have been found in 
Egyptian graves. 

One copy of the Book of the Dead 
is known as the “Papyrus of Neb- 
seni.” It is 13 inches wide, and 77 


‘feet and 7 inches long. 


Another roll, the longest on record, 
is one and a half feet wide and 123 
feet in length. It is called’ the 
“Greenfield Papyrus,” and is in the 
British museum along with several 
other copies.

Leading city officials pointed out 
they are not interested in which 
branch of the federal government does 
the work, but in procuring it as 
promised and in providing jobs for 
more than 10,000 persons as was in- 
dicated when Atlantans approved the 
$1.000,000 bond issue. 

Secretary Harry L. Hopkins, WPA 
administrator, was quoted in press 
dispatches as saying he doubted that 
WPA could furnish labor if the proj- 
ect has been transferred entirely to 
PWA, but city officials said they 
were hopeful. 

Ickes Wants Free Sewer. 

It also was said that the 50-50 
basis of Ickes’ proposal to the city 
was predicated on the city furnishing 
sewer service of the federal govern- 
ment’s low-cost housing projects near- 
ing completion here. 

Administration leaders pointed out 
that Atlanta could not refrain from 
providing sewer service to the devel- 
opments even if disposed to do «so, 
because they are located in thickly
